President Reagan's dismissal of arms control 
negotiator Eugene V. Rostow will not alter thfi 
United States' negotiations with the Soviet Union 
on limiting medium-range missiles in E\jrope 
and reducing American and Soviet strategic 
weapons, a military intelligence officer said here 
Thursday.
